December,  1938. 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  1,060  acres.  The  population  figures 
at  the  census  of  1931  were  7,909  ; and  the  estimate  of  the  population 
for  mid  1938,  as  furnished  by  the  Registrar-General,  was  7,084. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  census  of  1931  was 
2,101  ; and,  according  to  the  Rate  Books,  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses,  at  the  end  of  1938,  was  2,226. 

The  Rateable  Value  is  £32,512,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a 
penny  rate  is  £124. 

Social  conditions  show,  perhaps,  some  improvement.  In 
common  with  the  rest  of  the  County,  unemployment  in  the  cotton 
industry  is  still  locally  extensive.  Besides  cotton  weaving,  the 
other  chief  industries  carried  on  are  lithographic  and  letterpress 
printing,  washing-machine  manufacturing,  soap-making,  brick- 
making, the  manufacture  of  paint  and  varnish,  and  hydraulic  rams.

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


Medical  Services. 

On  the  death  of  Dr.  Tattersall,  who  had  held  the  position  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  63  years,  your  Council  were  advised 
by  the  County  Council  to  seek  consent  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
in  pursuance  of  Section  116  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933,  to 
my  appointment  to  act  temporarily  in  the  place  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  period  during  which  that  office  should  be 
vacant. 

It  was  represented  that,  as  I hold  the  position  of  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officer  in  this  area,  and  administer  locally  the  School  Medical, 
Infant  Welfare,  and  other  Public  Health  Services  under  the  control 
of  the  County  Council,  such  an  appointment  might  have  certain 
advantages  to  both  Authorities  in  correlating  their  Public  Health 
responsibilities. 

The  principle  is  probably  sound,  but  the  advantages  have  been 
less  apparent  because  it  has  not  yet  been  found  possible  to  effect 
for  me  any  corresponding  reduction  of  my  work  or  responsibilities 
elsewhere.  The  area  of  my  School  Medical  work  has  been,  in  fact, 
increased,  and,  as  well  as  Clayton-le-Moors,  a second  Urban  District 
has  been  added  under  similar  circumstances.  The  demands  of 
A.R.P.  work  in  these  two  Urban  Districts,  as  well  as  in  five  other 
adjacent  ones,  have  been  considerable.  This,  however,  is  our  common 
lot  at  the  present  time,  and  it  is  scarcely  fair  to  judge  a scheme 
working  under  such  difficulties  as  at  present.  The  position  is 
gradually  becoming  more  satisfactory,  and  it  seems  possible  that 
your  Authority  and  the  County  Council  may  find  it  advisable  to 
agree  to  my  retention  in  my  present  position  more  permanently, 
though  modification  of  my  other  commitments  seems  desirable  if 
everyone  is  to  be  satisfied. 
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Air  Raid  Precautions. 

From  September,  1938,  building  on  the  admirable  foundations 
for  which  you  have  principally  to  thank  your  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Bridge,  further  progress  has  been  made  on  the  medical 
side,  and  the  nucleus  of  an  effective  First  Aid  Post  and  system  is 
now  in  being.  In  addition  to  the  classes  held  by  Mr.  Bridge  and 
myself,  the  Council  has  to  thank  Drs.  Davidson,  Laing,  and  McGovern 
for  lecturing  in  First  Aid,  and  in  particular  owe  a debt  of  gratitude 
to  Mr.  John  Smith,  a Clayton  resident,  and  Superintendent  of  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Society’s  Accrington  Branch,  for  the  unselfish 
and  unremitting  enthusiasm  with  which  he  has  given  his  time  and 
services  to  our  Volunteers.  To  these  themselves,  and  notably  to 
Mrs.  Iddon,  now  their  Secretary,  I must  pay  tribute  for  their 
loyalty.  The  good  work  which  they  began  in  1938  has  already 
borne  much  valuable  fruit  before  these  lines  are  written,  which  will 
merit  our  appreciation  in  the  report  for  1939.  In  the  meantime  I 
would  ask  all  connected  with  our  Medical  A.R.P.  services  to  continue 
to  be  patient  and  generous  to  those  who  are  finding  it  difficult  to 
make  a satisfactory  scheme  within  the  necessary  limitations  imposed 
by  County,  Ministerial,  and  Treasury  policies.  Despite  delays  and 
disappointments  affecting  both  the  permanent  staff  and  the 
volunteers,  a fine  spirit  of  service  has  been  shown  ; and  progress 
must,  indeed,  be  regarded  with  real  satisfaction. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

Motor  Ambulance  facilities  are  available,  in  the  case  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  by  arrangement  with  neighbouring  Authorities’  Fever 
Hospitals,  and  in  the  case  of  Non-infectious  and  accidents  and 
Maternity  cases,  by  arrangement  with  the  Accrington  or  other 
Corporations.  These  work  adequately. 


Nursing. 

Nursing  in  tlie  home  is  generally  administered  by  the  Accrington 
District  Nursing  .Association. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

This  is  administered  by  the  County  Council.  The  provisions  of 
the  Midwives  Acts,  put  into  operation  in  October,  1938,  appear  to 
be  working  satisfactorily.  The  Urban  District  has  been  fortunate 
in  that  a high  standard  of  Midwifery  practice  already  existed.  This 
should  be  improved  further  by  the  more  regular  conditions  under 
which  the  new  whole-time  salaried  Midwives  now  work  ; and  by 
Antenatal  and  Postnatal  Clinics  held  fortnightly  in  the  Town  Hall. 
These  are  conducted  by  a whole-time  practicing  Obstetric  Specialist. 
They  are  well  attended  and  of  much  benefit  to  those  attending. 
Through  these  Clinics  extra  nourishments,  and,  more  recently. 
Dental  Treatment  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre,  administered  by  the  County  Council, 
is  held  at  the  Town  Hall  every  Thursday,  and  is  well  patronised. 
Foods  are  provided  for  necessitous  children  and  mothers.  A County 
Council  Health  Visitor  is  in  change,  I try  to  attend  fortnightly  as 
Medical  Officer,  and  a Voluntary  Committee  of  local  ladies  provides 
very  valuable  help. 

School  Medical  Inspection. 

School  Medical  Inspection  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council, 
and  carried  out  by  me  as  their  Medical  Officer,  with  the  assistance 
of  a County  Health  Visitor.  The  children  are  well  provided  for,  and 
none  need  suffer  from  untreated  illness  or  malnutrition,  IF  proper 
use  is  made  by  the  parents  of  the  facilities  provided.  Free  meals 
and  milk  are  obtainable  where  the  income  falls  below  a certain 
scale,  while  Medical,  Ophthalmic,  and  Dental  Treatment  are  provided 
for  necessitous  cases  at  the  County  Council  Clinic,  108  High  Street, 
Kishton,  bus  fares  being  refunded  to  children  attending.  An 
Orthopjcdic  Clinic  is  held  at  the  same  address,  usually  on  the 
fourth  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  i-o  p.m.,  when  an  Orthopjedic 
Surgeon  of  the  County  Council  attends.  Hospital  accommodation 
of  the  highest  grade  is  available  where  necessary.  In  addition,  the 
Orthopiedic  Sister  administers  remedial  exercises  weekly  at  the 
Clinic. 

The  co-operation  of  the  local  Medical  Practitioners  with  these 
services  is  cordial,  and  that  of  the  local  Head  Teachers  very 
gratifying.  Some  parents  co-operate  admirably  ; others  require 
considerable  supervision,  which  they  rarely  fail  to  get. 
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The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools,  though  some  of  these  are 
old,  is  generally  satisfactory.  Only  one  school  has  suhered  from 
overcrowding,  and  rebuilding  is  at  i)rescnt  proceeding  there. 


Hospitals. 

No  Hospitals  or  Registered  Nursing  Homes  exist  within  the 
Urban  District. 


Health  Education. 

The  services  outlined  above  are  available  for  all  and  are, 
generally  speaking,  well  used  by  all  but  a few.  Efforts  are  made  to 
secure  a wider  use  of  the  Health  Services  by  the  personal 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer,  Health  Visitors,  School 
Teachers  and  others.  Posters  are  exhibited  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Welfare  Centres,  Clinics  and  in  the  Schools. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply.  The  Accrington  District  Gas  and  Water  Board 
undertake  this  service.  The  supply  is  constant  and 
sufficient,  and  is  examined  by  periodical  tests  by 
the  Authority  alluded  to. 

Drainage  and  This  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Clayton-le-Moors 

Sewage.  and  Great  Harwood  Joint  Sewage  Board,  and 

extends  to  all  premises  save  a few  isolated  farms. 
Periodical  testing  and  flushing  is  carried  out. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  under  the 
Council’s  Surveyor’s  super\-ision.

The  Tuberculosis  Service  for  the  Area  is  administered  by  the 

County  Council,  and  one  of  their  principal  Dispensaries  is  only  a 
few  yards  outside  our  boundary. 


This  Dispensary  is  constantly  open,  with  a full  clerical  and 
Health  Visiting  Staff.  One  consultant  and  two  other  Tuberculosis 
Officers  of  the  County  Council  attend  several  times  a week  to  see 
patients  recommended  for  consultation  by  the  Local  Practitioners, 
or  found  in  the  course  of  routine  work  in  Schools,  Antenatal,  or 
Welfare  Clinics,  bj^  a Medical  Officer.  Very  cordial  relations  exist 
between  these  latter  services  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officers,  and 
constant  exchange  of  information  regarding  Tuberculosis  patients 
occurs,  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 


Effective  X-ray  Examination  of  the  chest  is  perhaps  the  greatest 
single  factor  in  the  early  diagnosis  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  ; 
the  apparatus  installed  at  this  Dispensary  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
country  and  full  use  is  made  of  it.

One  of  our  schools  has  been,  in  December,  1938,  the  scene  of  an 
unusual  epidemic.  In  all,  thirteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in 
six  weeks.  Of  these  twelve  were  traceable  to  this  school.  No  cases 
occurred  in  other  schools,  and  the  only  adult  affected  was  parent 
to  a scholar  in  attendance.  The  recommendations  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Education  are  clearly  defined  on  the 
subject  of  school  closure  ; and  it  is  believed  that  by  following  these, 
b}^  frequent  inspections  in  the  school,  and  by  resisting  temptations 
to  close  it  (offered  bj^  more  than  one  interested  body),  two  sources 
of  infection — one  boy  and  one  girl  carrier — ^were  discovered.  Neither 
had  had  clinical  Diphtheria,  but  virulent  organisms  were  isolated 
from  discharges  from  the  nose  and  (in  the  case  of  the  boy)  the  car. 
No  further  cases  occurred  after  these  two  children  were  isolated, 
and  it  is  equally  striking  to  note  that  these  children  could  scarcely 
have  been  discovered  had  the  school  been  closed. 


The  girl  carrier  removed  to  a neighbouring  township  shortly 
after  her  return  from  isolation.  The  neighbouring  Medical  Officer 
was  informed  of  her  history,  and  no  fresh  cases  seem  to  have 
occurred  there.  The  boy  carrier  remains  a difficult  problem,  and  has 
cost  much  in  time,  worry  and  money.  .\t  present  no  guaranteed 
method  of  making  such  a case  permanently  safe  is  known.  Continued 
observation  and  treatment  seems  to  be  the  best  safeguard. 
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Some  slight  criticisms  were  made  at  the  time  regarding  temporary 
difficulties  in  providing  Hospital  accommodation  for  the  last  few 
cases.  The  reason  for  this  is  simply  that  it  is  not  economically 
possible  for  any  Authority  to  provide  sufficient  beds  (or  nursing 
personnel)  to  meet  every  possible  contingency.  Accommodation 
was  actually  found  within  a few  hours  for  all  requiring  it. 

The  question  of  Immunisation  of  Children  against  Diphtheria 
was  again  raised  by  the  Count}'  Council  early  in  the  year.  Despite 
the  request  of  the  Lord  Privy  Seal  that  Local  Authorities  should, 
in  recent  months,  give  absolute  priority  to  A.R.P.  work,  time  has 
been  found  to  give  some  attention  to  this  subject.  While  everyone 
admits  that  such  immunisation  is  feasible  and  very  probably 
desirable,  there  are  many  complicated  factors  rendering  it  difficult 
to  evolve  an  entirely  satisfactory  scheme.  The  Medical  Officer  is 
in  consultation  with  his  advisers  and  the  local  Practitioners  on  the 
subject  at  present  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to  report 
progress  soon.

177  blocked  drains  in  connection  with  slopwater  closets  have 
been  opened. 

During  the  year  10  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  the 
fresh  water  system,  and  during  the  previous  five  years  34  waste 
water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water  closets. 

The  Council  now  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  conversion, 
up  to  a maximum  of  £3  los.  od.  per  closet  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  waste  water  closets  will  gradually 
disappear. 

Ashpit  Accommodation. 

There  are  now  2,215  houses  with  movable  ashbins,  24  extra 
being  added  last  year,  whilst  during  the  previous  five  years  544 
movable  ashbins  were  added. 

Very  few  ashpits  now  remain. 

The  collection  of  the  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  by  the  Surveyor’s 
Department,  and  is  tipped  satisfactorily  at  Butterworth  Holme, 
horse-drawn  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose,  and  the  tipping  is 
controlled.

Housing  Conditions. 

The  general  observations  as  to  housing  conditions  are  as  follows:— 

There  are  no  congested  areas  in  the  district,  the  majority  of  the 
houses  are  stone  built  with  through  ventilation,  about  a quarter 
of  which  are  very  old,  and  there  are  no  back-to-back  houses. 

The  number  of  houses  within  the  district  is  now  2,22(‘),  a decrease 
of  three  on  last  year. 
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This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  no  new  houses  were 
certified  during  the  year. 

It  is  regrettable  that  44  working  houses  should  again  be  “ To  Let  ” 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  it  would  appear  that  there  are  ample 
houses  within  the  district.  Migration  of  the  people,  especially  in 
the  cotton  industry,  still  continues  although  as  far  as  girl  labour 
is  concerned,  the  lithographic  and  letterpress  printing  in  the  district 
seems  to  be  progressing. 

Overcrowding. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  now  exists  in  houses  owned  by  the 
Local  Authority,  in  fact  no  serious  case  of  overcrowding  is  known 
to  exist  in  the  township. 

Fitness  of  Houses. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  sub-soil  (clay)  ground  dampness 
exists  in  a large  proportion  of  the  older  houses,  especially  in  the 
living-rooms  which  have  flagged  floors.
